[The first action was to send a letter 
the Council* signed by 58 people, 
fing out our basic minimum demands: 

a retract ion of the letter and with- 
awa! of the ‘nine months' threat; 

an assurance that no families will 
be evicted into the street; 

(c) an assurance that no children will 
betaken Into care* and all families given 
a decent place to Jive. 

Unexpectedly we received a speedy 
reply from the Council; they would meet 
a deputation of three tenants, Charlie 
Dwyer, Sun Flower and Fred Gardiner 
met the whole Welfare Committee of the 
Wandsworth Borough Council on Wed¬ 
nesday. November l. The meeting lasted 
for an hour,, but the resull was com: 
pletdy unsatisfactory'. The Council 
asserted their determination to stick to 
their new* homeless policy and refused 
to give assurances of any kind 
Alderman Jack Parker. Chairman of 
the Welfare *-Committee, has described 
his Council's policy as 'realistic and fair 
{Sunday Times, 29.10,67) and *x genuine 
social exercise 4 (Guardian . 30.10.67) and, 
following the receipt of the tenants" 
Jehfcs^assert* that he is *not going to be 
browbeatunmaking an irrational 
decision' (Sunday Times, 5.11 67). 

This was just whai was expected by 


the tenants* and they arc now preparing 
for a campaign lo browbeat Alderman 
Parker into irrationally ending hts reali¬ 
stic and fair genuine social experiment 1! 

On the night of Friday, November 3* 
Charlie Dwyer. Chairman of the Tenants" 
Association, painted on the wall of Dur¬ 
ham Buildings, in 3 feet high letters 
'Slop Council persecuting children: 
100-J- children need their parents, not 
Council homes, Racbmfin on Wands¬ 
worth Council. Putting families into the 
street will not stop housing problems ' 
It is the most amazing piece of slogan 
painting Tvc ever seen: it stretches 
about 30 yards along the wall of Durham 
Buildings. Unfortunately he was caught 
(after completing the job!) and charged 
with defacing property'* and was condL 
tionally discharged and bound over in 
the sum of £5 next day. November 4, 

While Charlie was in Court the tenants 
met to plan the next stages in (he cam¬ 
paign. Letters are to be written to the 
Ministers of Health and Housing. The 
Council Welfare Committee are to he 
invited to attend the next meeting of the 
tenants* to justify their policy-. Mr. 
Kenneth Robinson, the Health Minister, 
will find homeless people from Durham 
Buildings, their friends, and representa¬ 
tives of the St. Pancras United Tenants 
Association at his private house, de¬ 
manding that he helps the homeless, and 
tells Wandsworth Council to alter its 
policy. 

Finally a march has been organized 
to the home of Alderman Jack Parker— 
as ‘a genuine social exercise" of course* 
This is where we need YOUR SUP¬ 
PORT. The march starts from Durham 
Buildings at 3 pm on Sunday, Novem¬ 
ber 12, Some support has already been 
received from Nightingale Square Recep¬ 
tion Centre, the other accommodation 
for the homeless in Wandsworth. 

The homeless of Wandsworth are will¬ 
ing to struggle. They deserve your help 
They must not be left to fight alone! 
Please come lo Durham Buildings at 
3 p.m. this Sunday. York Road, S.W.ll. 
is the continuation of Battersea Park 
Road. Durham Buildings is about three- 
quarters of a mile down on the right- 
hand side, next to Cartons Glucose 
factory.

Anarchists oppose all 

governments, Whether they arc 
'successful' or ‘unsuccessful', pater¬ 
nalistic or permissive, right or left. 
Wc do not say that government is 
best when it governs least. We say 
it is getting better* from the people's 
point of view* when it can govern 
least. 

No government cun rule without 
the approval of the people, when its 
decisions arc openly disobeyed* the 
collapse of government is imminent. 

The people who cause the down¬ 
fall of governments arc very rarely 
conscious anarchists* they can be 
intriguing politicians, the military* 
business- or press-men* who usually 
wait for the right opportunity to act. 

When the people are turned 
against their government, the anger 
may be specilic, but it can be used 
generally* 

Even when people are beginning 
positively to detest the government* 
anarchists should not be misled into 
thinking that the people have 
matured to be now against all 
government in principle. 

There are many who are now 
disenchanted with the present British 
La bout Government* There are few 
who are disenchanted with govern¬ 
ment as such. 

As we arc the only people who 
are against all govern mem s, it does 
not matter to us who rules from 
Downing Street* Whai matters is 
that somebody does and that some¬ 
body, whether Wilson, Jenkins* 
Heath* Gollan. or Terry Lacey, is 
automatically our enemy. 

Conversely* we can look at the 
present situation more dispassion¬ 
ately than the partisans of the pre¬ 
sent parties. 

The voters at the recent by- 
elections voted according to expec¬ 
tations* They have shown dial they 
now equally detest the two main 
parties. At Leicester they hardly 
voted at all* At Hamilton the Con¬ 
servative lost his deposit and Labour 
was soundly beaten by the Scottish 
Nationalists. At Gorton* although 
Labour managed to hold the seat 
with a greatly reduced majority* the 
voters made a reluctant stand to 
slap down the symbol of Toryism. 
Mr. Winston S. Churchill They 
would rather not be led by him in 
the Third World War, 

Bui to draw the conclusion from 
all this that this is the beginning of 
tiie anarchist millennium would be 
somewhat hasty* 

The cheering that greeted the 
Labour victory at Gorton was of 
course not as great as the one in 
Hamilton. Bui it showed that the 
electorate still clings on to the idea 


that there is a 
the two parties. 

We have accurately said at the 
time of the General Election that 
there is no such difference. Some 
people may even remember our 
headline (written before the result 
was declared) *630 Conservative 
MBs elected*, 

Wc also pointed out that for 
Labour to stay in power it will have

Nevertheless there were many who 
were slurry-eyed and only now are 
becoming disenchanted. But as they 
have little political, and scarcely any 
anarchist, education tittle reliance 
should be placed on their behaviour. 
The Labour Government* acting on 
civil service advice, has caused a 
reflation which has lost them elec¬ 
toral support for the time being. 
The civil service is not worried. 
They would prefer the Tories, in 
name as well as in action* to rule 
anyway*

(on drunken drivers, homosexuality* 
abortion, etc.) as if they were 
lightening the screws.

STUDENTS STUDY IN SQUALOR 


Deaf Listener 


Dear Editor. 


T ill NATION \\ UNION of Students 
has been running a Student Housing 
(Ytmpaign to publicise the fact that halls 
ot residence arc not being built for the 
increasing number of students in places 
of further education and there arc not 
enough lodgings to go round 

The lodgings which students are able 
to afford arc often squalid, below 
Ministry of Housing minimum require¬ 
ments, with inadequate lighting, heating, 
work-space, and arc a considerable 
travelling distance from the college. How 
can one benefit from the educational 
experience of being part of a college 
community when one's lodgings are an 
hour away? It makes a college or 
university into a place to go to for a 
lecture or tutorial, not by any means a 
stimulating academic way of life. 

The National Union of Students art- 
negotiating on behalf of students and 
must be supported in their efforts, but it 
is disgusting that such a situation ns this 
should have been allowed to evolve. The 
NXJS executive has met the Department 
of Education and Science, and the Uni¬ 
versity Grants Committee, to discuss the 
problem but if wc haw these depart¬ 
ments, is it not reasonable to expect 
them to plan the programme of expansion 
for higher education with regard to the 


fact that students have to kip somewhere! 

Hut no, wc have to realise that 
‘government’ does not mean ‘guidance’ 
and that [he little-respected section of 
society, students themselves, will have 
to take the solution into (heir own 
hands. 

On Friday, October 13, the London 
Region Organisation of the National 
Union of Students held a meeting at St. 
Pan eras Town Hall to focus attention on 
the problem and to publicise the solutions 
which are being developed by the NUS. 
A platform of seven addressed a rather 
bored audience of about 200. Of course 
they were bored and disheartened. 
Students know they have a bad name 
and will he accused of wanting some¬ 
thing for nothing; they know they must 
take action and organise ‘landlady 
recruitment' in the area of their college, 
ask their parents to take in their place, 
during term-time, students studying at a 
local college They know that they must 
support their Student Unions which can

LAW ON TRIAL 

Michael and his brothers feel it is not 
he that is on trial but the legal establish¬ 
ment. To date he has conducted his own 
defence He knows no one who can 
speak for him as well as himself- He 
will expose the rough justice commonly 
dealt under English Law. ‘Would you 
believe me if I told you?' he asked, 
when told to plead guilty or not. 

And later, raising objection to the 
jury, as every defendant is entitled to, 
he quoted a TV revelation from David 
Frost. After a coloured man had 
appeared on his panel David Frost had 
received 150 phone calls, in all but two 
of which the callers said black people 
should go home. The Recorder then 
admitted* at Michael’s prompting, that 
in order to find a jury with a reasonable 
prospect of impart iality, he would need 
not less Ihan 900 jurymen choose 
from and that this was out of the 
question. 

THE JUDGE HELPS 

Next Michael seized on a built-in in¬ 
justice in the legal system. The Recorder 
had to admit that, unlike the American 
legal code, the accused could not ques¬ 
tion the jury personally. But how then.

HARD OF HEARING 

When on Wednesday the court re¬ 
assembled the Prosecutor read out a 
report in The Times on proceedings of 
yesterday, Michael, everybody now 
heard, had called out as the first jury¬ 
man was about to swear on the bible:

Mexico, Capri and the US, and 
that she wax paid for lectures She 
said Thai she threw the money she 
made into ihe same pot as everybody 
around the CW and that she took 
what she needed. He asked her to 
estimate what she had earned in the 


law len years She said she couldn't 
do iHal Wo don't keep Ihrtt kind of 
records. He asked her to iry. She 
told him to try, to make an ettimaiu 
of what she had earned, and what she 
owed, and ihen she wouldn't pay it. 
Die tax man threw up his arms in 
despair and hasn't been hack since? 
Remember also that when Congress 
passed its hysterical law against destroy¬ 
ing draft cards- which was superfluous 
because it had always been illegal the 
first person to hum his card publicly 
wns David Miller, a Catholic Worker 
anarchist with consummate indivi¬ 
dualism he disrupted the country to an 
extent thm would have enraptured 
Khmer, Another Catholic Worker.

But rather Than go on and on inde¬ 
finitely in defence of Catholic anarchists, 
let's consider the ultimate in courage 
and self-sacrifice: the first self-immola¬ 
tion in the United Stales was Alice Hera, 
a Quaker: the second was Norman Mor¬ 
rison. also a Quaker; and ihe third was 
Roger La Porte, a Catholic Worker.

Incest-A Correction

In his article 'Legal?—bin not neces¬ 
sarily compulsory', A. Mcither claims 
that the ‘medical profession have proved’ 
that incest has "no dire medical con¬ 
sequences', This is just not so Two re¬ 
cent studies by Adams. M, S, and Neel, 
I, V. (Journal of Pediatrics, 69, 975, 

1966) and Carter. C. O. (Lancet, i. 436. 

1967) between them record ihe conse¬ 
quences, i.e, the children produced from 
31 incestuous unions (19 brother-sister* 
12 father-daughter). Of these 31 children 
only 12 (38.7%) were normal 

Incest is illegal or discouraged in most 
societies because it is the accumulated 
experience of ihese societies that the 
offspring of incestuous unions are fre¬ 


quently abnormal. Presumably it would 
not be encouraged in a libertarian 
society. Freedom to enjoy one's sexual 
deviations with a consenting partner may 
be part of the anarchist philosophy: 
does it also include the freedom to in¬ 
flict suffering on the next generation?

Small Press 
Movement

Cavan McCarthy's gentle apologetics 
(Freedom. 21.10.67) for his 'expanding 
current of the small press movement' is a 
typical public-relations job in that it 
cleverly ignores the very arguments it is 
supposedly answering. 

Cavan is a relative newcomer to the 
small press movement and is perhaps 
unaware* apart from some theoretical 
history', of the movement’s original anar¬ 
chistic aspirations and intentions* and is 
thus unable to evaluate its regression 
from such ideals. Not that he Is much 
concerned with literary anarchism* pro¬ 
test or dissent. His own poetry sheet 
Tlotoc will only print happy’ poems 
and he once praised con Crete poetry on 
the grounds that 'ii is impossible to 
wrile a sad concrete poem' (lean, 
January 1966). Somewhat sadly remini¬ 
scent of the hippy San Francisco Oracle's 
refusal to print anything with bad vibra¬ 
tions'. This deliberate literary escapism 
from the more im pleasant aspects of 
reality is unfortunately symptomatic of 
the small press movement today in this 
country*

—a group of individuals who got 
together last June to help people charged 
with drug offences RELEASE expresses 
a grass roots concern for this aspect of 
civil liberties and its efforts are financed 
by voluntary contributions and collec¬ 
tions at the Middle Earth and IIFO 
(now defunct) clubs 
A 24-hour telephone counselling ser¬ 
vice provides on-lfie-spot advice on the 
individual's rights regarding searches, 
arrears, court procedure and the inter¬ 
pretation of the law.

necessan supportive environment (the 
Government’s Brain Report projects a 
small number of imiwramuri State-run 
'centres’) Hie secretary of RELEASE, 
was among those arrested in the Kings 
Road for protesting m Rolling Stones 
Bruin Jones' 9-month prison sentence 

Members of RE I EASE attended Mari - 
borough Stmt l Vutri ax observers when 
ihc recent Grosvenor Square cases came 
up As u group working to prevent in¬ 
dividuals and minorities (especially young 
people and immigrant who are among 
those most nUeimtcd by authority) be¬ 
ing victimised by ihe present legal 
system, RRLFASI deserves anarchist 
support. Freed from paranoid fears of 
being busied, ii is possible that London's 
large and apolitical subculture of 'heads' 
will show more mierest in forms of 
libertarian and di reel aciion.

DRUGS 

HpHE DISTINCTION between hard 
iintl soft drugs can he useful, Iho 
fact thm the authorities can imprison 
ils for possessing hash or USD—while 
alcohol remains gene rally available ri 
an obvious absurdity 

So is ihe argument ihnt soft drugs 
should re main illegal to reduce ihe In¬ 
cidence of hard drug addiction. Of 
course some heroin addicts start with 
hash. Some whisky drinkers start with 
beer — and before that milk and orangu 
juice. As has frequently been pointed 
oiii ihc legislation of hash mipht well 
have the etTcci that a smaller number of 
people would lum to heroin. It c;in 
hardly be disputed—wc are constantly 
being told — that hash and heroin ire 
likely to he available in the same kind* 
of situation!: sold by the same people, 
ill the same clubs, al the same parries. 

And if you do start on hash after 
heing warned that it is addictive your 
discoven ibat it is not mav well lead 
you to be sceptical about warnings that 
heroin is addictive, 

Compare the Catholics — and others 
who attack both unmarried mothers and 
their wiser sisters who use contraceptives 
and abortion. If your priority ts to 
help people avoid having babies they 
don't want, then ii is silly to discourage 
them fn>m taking the necessary precau¬ 
tions, Sex is here to stay. 

Similarly, if you wish to discourage 
people from getting hooked on heroin, 
it's silly u> pretend that heroin and hush 
have the same consequences. Hash is 
also here to stay. 

But lHc State is absurd. This wc know. 
More important, perhaps, than this ridE 
culous attitude towards i*uft drugs, is the 
States prohibition of drugs as such 
From n libertarian pohtt of view laws 
against drugs arc. in themselves, objec¬ 
tionable. And the distinction between 
the hard and the soft is not important 
Both hash and heroin are ptcasurea 
which the State tries to deny i»— which 
it punishes us For enjoying. Some of 
these pleasures are generally thought to 
be dangerous : that is irrelevant 

1 do not want lo be told : You may 
not experiment wiih heroin because we 
do not think ii is good for you. And 
1 do not want to be jailed if l am 
caught with a syringe in mv arm. lust 
as I do not want to be prevented from 
reading the books 1 want to read, from 
seeing the movies 1 want to see, from 
going to ihe countries 1 want lo visit. 
And all the rest, 

Rights have nothing to do with the 
matter. 'Rights’ were a slogan of the 
bourgeoisie to justify their takeover from 
feudalism. 'Rights’ are now a comfort¬ 
ing fiction for the liberal who wains the 
State to do she dirty work he thinks it 
ought to do anti emerge with clean 
hands 

To have ihe right to do some thing 
implies that there are things one dwa 
not haw the right to do. And to demand 
one's rights admits authority's claim to 
withhold them if it chooses. 

We do no! pc til ion for our rights 
or light for them But if we want a 
society without authority * anarchy it 
makes sense u> support those people who 
are threatened by the State whose 
actions challenge its authority and 
whose victory would enlarge Ihe area 
of cseivbodv's freedom.

American Factory Lock-out 


rpHE CONSOLIDATED PNEUMATIC 
TOOL CO. has two faclories in the 
north-east of Scotland; one at Aberdeen 
which employs 200 workers and another 
in Fraserburgh, which is larger, with 
670 men The company is a subsidiary 
of the giant Caterpillar group and pro¬ 
duces mainly compressor; and hand- 
tools 

Fraserburgh (the Broch) Lies about 
40 miles north of Aberdeen in a huge 
agricultural area It is mainly a fishing 
village and apart from caring plant*, 
the CPT factor)' is the only industrial 
unit in the place. Further, the social 
hfe of the whole area is dominated by 
(he Brethren, a bigoted religious sect. 
These conditions are not at first sight 
likely to promote industrial militancy 
However, trouble has flared up nt CPT 
and the struggle looks like being a long 
and Kittcr one. Towards Ihc end of 
September a work-to-mle was begun in 
order to enact from ihc management a 
basic pay and bonus rates equivalent lo 
those paid ip Aberdeen, The manage- 
meni replied with a point-blank refusal 
to consider ihc mailer and when ihc 
work-in-rule showed no sign of collaps¬ 
ing, they locked out the entire lahmtr 
force 

The workers have now been locked 
out for six weeks, and according to A 
Noble, the local AEU convener, neither 
the union nor the management have 


shown any signs of backing down 
Financial support is being received by 
the Broch workers from ihosc in Aber¬ 
deen, who arc, unfortunately, still work¬ 
ing normally'. On November I, 150 
leaflets urging more financial support 
and a workrto-rule were given out by 
an Aberdeen comrade at the Aberdeen 
factory, and these were scry well re¬ 
ceived. The conduct of the national 
AEU has been disgraceful; ai firs* (hex 
ignored repeated cables and letters ask 
mg for financial and other help and onh 
when ihc strike was in \M fifth week 
was the firrt instalment of strike pay 
received 

Recently the Ministry of Labour inicr 
vened and there have been preliminary 
talks between union and management 
in Glasgow and full-scale talks to find 
a basis for a return to work began on 
November 6 A strike of this nature 
and duration is an almost revolutionary 
advance for the Broch and ii would be 
ft great pity if anything other than total 
victory were achieved However, this is 
unlikely unless much wider sympathetic 
action in taken by the Aberdeen wor¬ 
kers and I ho national AEU answers the 
cal! from the Broch to declare black’ 
all CPT products
